Bear in mind in the first place that this isn’t a briar- 
wood or a meerschaum pipe. 

This particular pipe of my lady is fashioned of a piece 
of flawless bamboo, yellow as her own golden curls 
when she has given them a fresh bath of peroxide, It 
is not yellow now. It is brown—the brown of old 
mahogany, and that brown is poison—the deadliest of 
poisons, which lulls the victim to a peaceful slumber 
and blunts and numbs the senses. 

Nothing but puison could produce that color. 

And yet my lady values that pipe and loves it more 
than anything she possesses. 

The pipe is always the object of an opium fiend’s 
affection. 

Pipe first; the world next. 

Come where my lady goes when she wants a com- 
pany smoke and you’!l see what few have witnessed. 

Come to the “joint.””. That's the name—even though 
it were fitted up like a palace—as it is—it would still be 
called a joint. The name will always stick to it. 

And remember, never go tothe joint until after dark, 
You won't like it. 

If you area fiend and dying for a smoke—if you have 
that longing for opium known by the Chinese words 
yen-yen, you will goany time. But if you go toa joint 
the sume as you would go to a museum,a theuatre,a 
Greek dance house or a Syrian cate you must go be- 
tween 8 and 10 o’clock at night. 

Tiere were times when my lady of the pipe used to

With his horses and smart 
traps he used to drive out to a roadhouse known as 
“The Willows,” on the Rocky Point road, lu the town 
of Warwick. 

At “The Willows,” about eleven years ago, he met 
the woman who afterward became bis wife, and for 
whose murder he Is now held in prison, 

Sbe wasan exc:ptionally attractive woman, about 
one year his senior. Her home had been in Rochester, 
N. H. 

When quite young she went to Providence, and while 
living in a boarding house there met the wealthy heir 
of an Attleboro, Mass., jewelry manufacturer. He 
finally married her secretly. She was extravagaut 
and, it is said, eventually led him to financial ruin. 

‘They separated and she soon went Ww live at “The 
Willows.”’ 

In time the woman secured a divorce from her hus- 
band, and went back to Providence. There the young 
man continued his attention to her with increasing 
fervor. 

His devotion led to a desire to marry the divorced 
woman, and he asked his mother’s consent, She 
would not listen to the proposition. This led toa 
clandestine marriage on Feb. 12, 1891. 

Just a mouth and a day after the wedding, the hus- 
band’s mother died, and then society was in a ferment 
over the announcement of the clandestine marriage. 

The scandal grew when the wife went to the funeral 
as chief mourner. 

A few years ugo he built the residence in Edgewood 
in which tha murder was committed, 

Since their marriage the man has at times been a 
hard drinker and is credited with being 
quite ugly when in drink. Still they lived 
happily together. 

His wife feared this bappiness was too good 
to last. Toa friend, a few weeks beture the 
murder, she said: 

“T have a presentiment that some terrible 
calamity iscoming. Iamsohappy. Weare 
so happy together that I um afraid it means 
something bad is in for us,” 

The 12th vf February beimg the anniver- 
sary ot their wedding, they bad 
invited a few friends to help 
them celebrate. It was aJso 
partly in honor of a couple 
who were warried on the fol- 
lowing day, 

Husband and wife seemed 
unusually happy all the after- 
noou and evening. 

When the guesis were leav- 
ing thg host and his wite to- 
gether bade them good night. 

After the guests had gone the 
man started down stairs to at- 
tend to the furnace, a duty 
which he always performed 
just before going to bis room 
for the night. 

The rooms of the couple 
adjoined on the second floor. 
Both prepared for bed. A few 
minutes later five pistol shots 
rang through the house, anda 
moment later the man ap- 
peared at the foot of the stairs 
leading to the third floor, ana, 
calling to the cook, asked: 

“Mary, did you hear that?” 

“Yes, what’s the matter?” 
sheasked. 

“Well, I don’t know,” he 
said, “but I think I have killed 
her.” f 

The family coachman reached the husband’s room 
just as he was trying to load a pistol with which he was 
preparing to kill himself. The coachman bad a bard 
struggle to prevent him from committing suicide. 
After this revolver had been taken from him he 
secured another, in his wife's room, it is thought, and 
was preparing to load this whe the coachman saw him 
and another tussle followed. 

On the floor of his room lay the body of his wife. 
All five shots had taken effect in the left side of the 
body, two bullets entering the heart. 

Thus far there is no dispute that he shot his wife, 
and that he alone can say what led to the tragedy. 
He has said that he has no recollection of the crime 








or anything that occurred on the fateful night after the 
guests had left. Thereis no dispute that the «crime 
was preceded by drinking. All that can be brought out 
by the secret inquest is the motive. 

The two revolvers found in the room form the basis 
of an interesting clue. One of the revolvers was the 
husband's and the other is believed to have belonged 
to his wife.

RACED FOR LIFE 
FROM THE WOLVES 


Thrilling Experience of School- 
teacher and Pupil. 


BIG. BEASTS WERE RUNGRY. 


Couple Locked Themselves in the School- 
house Until the Morning. 











A young man, who is the teacher of the Timber Lake 
school at Watertown, N. Y., and a girl who is his eld- 
est pupil, had an experience recently that they will not 
s20n forget. They were chased half a mile across 
country by a pack of hungry wolves, and forced to take 
shelter in the school house. Timber Lake is near Jay- 
ville, and is reached by @ rough trail from that town. 

A few nights ago the beaux and belles of Timber 
Lake gathered at the new frame house of David At- 
water for the festivity locally called a 
“kitchen hop.” Harry Ciark, bunter, 
guide, lumberman and the local orches- 
tra, ground from his old fiddle the dance 
tunes of fifty years ago and called off the 
figures of the square dances, All the 

men aud muids for miles around 

were at the dance. ‘The belle of 
the ball was the eldest pupil of the 
Timber Lake school. She was 
accompanied by her teach- 
er, who “boards around,”’ 
and was spending the week 
with her family. The 
dance wus animated, and 
it lacked but an hour or 
dawn when the fiddler 
played “Old Jones’’ and 
the party broke up. 

The young schoolmaster 
and his pupil started to- 
gether tor home, two miles 
distant, and to shorten the 
way took the trail along 
the edge of the big tama- 
rack swamp. They had 
gone about halfa mile on 
their homeward journey 
and were skirting the 
border of the swamp when 
the teacher noticed a 
shadowy form, much like 
thatof a large dog, mak- 
ing toward them through 
theswamp brush, a short

CHAMPION LAVIGNE’S TITLE 


Has Fought Many Good Fights to Justify His Aim and Ambition 
to Reach the Goal of His Desires, 





SPLENDID BATTLES WITH 


LAYIGNE AND OTHERS. 


~~ 


An In-and-outer, But a Surpassing Clever Boxer at Times---Jim Kennedy Will 
Send Him Along---Spike Sullivan Next. 


(No 9.) 
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One swallow does not make a summer, neither does 
one victory transform an ordinary fighter into a cham- 
pion, but Frank Erne’s defeat of Dal Hawkins the 
other nighvin San Francisco, coupled with the extra- 
ordinary battle which he put up lust summer at Coney 
Island against George Lavigne, the recognized light- 
weight champiou, seems to indicate that his champion- 
ship aspirations are legitimately inspired, and that he 
has more consistent expectations of succeeding to the 
title now held by Lavigue than any lightweight now 
before the public. 

His showing with Lavigne was one of the greatest 
surprises of the year and demonstrated that Erne is a 
spasmodic fighter, capable at times of putting up a truly 
championship artic!s of figit. He displayed the same 
form the frst time he boxed Dixon at the Broadway 
Club, but for some unknown reason was unable to 
dupiicate his performance the second time they met 
and fought in a manner which simply puzzied his ad- 
mirers. This time with an advantage of seven pounds 
in weight he was decisively beaten by the colored 
wonder. 

Strange to say he was under the same influence 
when he fought Martin Flaherty at the New York 
Athletic Club. On that occasion the Lowell boxer 
simply beat him to pieces. Erne gave a woeful exhi- 
bition of pugilistic quality, and it was the concensus of 
opinion that he had reached the limit of his ability 
when he fought D.xon, aud that bis pugilistic powers 
were on the wane. 

It was that belief which made Kid Lavigne such an 
overwhelming favorite when they met. Many experts 
marveled at Erve’s presumption in going against the 
little Saginaw lad for world’s championship honors. 
Lavigne had slugged Joe Walcott u:.til the latter didn't 
know his name; be had hammered Dick Burge, the 
English premier, until there wasn’t enough o1 his 
championship reputation left to hang a toothp'ck on; 
he bad punched forty kinds of Southern vanity out of 
Jack Everhardt; putiton Kid McPartland, who was 
looked upon at that time as a champiousbip possibility; 
made Eddie Connolly stop after the fatter had distin- 
guished himself by fighting Dick Burge to a draw. 
All these things combined to give Lavigne a premier 
standing iv his class, and it is no wonder that the 
pugilistic experts were disposed to criticise Erne’s 
temerity in going against the best man of his weight 
and inches in the world in an effort t acquire cham- 
piousbip distinction. , 

To thesurprise of everybody he put up 4 rattling 
fight, holding hisown against Lavigne in the most 
marvelous macner, and at times showing superior 
quality as a boxer and asa puncher. In Lavigne’s de- 
fense, it may be said that he was not at his best. He 

gured ov Erne being an easy mark, aud consequently 
neglected his training. He was even under the influ- 
ence of liquor when he entered the ring, but Erne’s 
punches took this out of him iv a few minutes, and he 
begau to realize that he had foolishly placed his title 
aud bis reputation in Jeopardy, tosay nothing of the 
thousauds of dollars which his friends had wagered 
upon him, With these thoughts in bis mind be fought 
to the end carefully, only to avoid losing. So well did 
he succced that, if Erue had a slight advantage on 
points at the end, it was not sufficient to <decide the 
battle in his favor, and the decision, a draw, was satis- 
factorily received. This was another time in which 
Erne put up one of those marvelous battles for which 
he is noted, and demoustrated that he is what in racing 
parlance would be called an *“ju-and-outer,” for just 
prior to this he was unable to do better than get a draw 
with Jim Popp, of Toronto, aud Jack Downey, of 
Brooklyn, men of no particular ability or quality 
atall. 

After Erne’s battle with Lavigne, nowever, I ven- 
tured a prediction that ifthey ever fought again Erne 
would win, and I still have thet opinion—enhanced, if 
anything, by his success in defeating Dal Haw- 
kins so decisively the other night. The latter, it will 
be remembered, is the man who knocked out Martin 
Flaherty with a single punch at Carson City, and 
Fiaberty’s victory over Erne is referred to above, the 
shewing on form being decidedly in Erne’s favor. 

In his fizht with Lavigne, however, Erne surprised 
the pugilistic critics by a display of cleverness rarely 
seen in the ring. He showed an almost perfect de- 
fense and proved to be a fairly good hitter, notwith- 
standing the fact that his hands are tender toa re- 
markable degree and likely to give out at any time. 
He broke his hand in the fourteenth round of his fight 
with Harry Lemons of Buffalo last April, but con- 
tinued to fight with one hand and landed the honors in 
rather hollow fashion in the twentieth round. 

Iu his contest with Lavigne he met the rushes of the 
Saginaw Kid with left jabs, delivered with marvelous 
precision aud force, and as early as the fourth round 
the Kid showed such signs of punishment that many 
felt that Erne, if he could sustain the spred he set in 
the opening rounds, must eventually wear down La- 
vigne inside the limit. Notonly did the Buffalo lad

show up well with his left, but In clinches and at close 
range fibbing he worked right up to the hilt with his 
man and demonsirated a puzzling style of attack and 
defense that disconcerted Lavigne beyond measure. 

In the contests in the past Erne showed himself a 
wonderful boxer, but few credited bim with fighting 
ability enough to attempt to mix and slug with such a 
hard one as the champion has proved himself to be. 
The points in favor of Erne were his youth, strength, 
reach and activity. He is a good general, but is in- 
clined at times to become hot-headed and rush into 
danger when he is apparently winning. This fault he 
has evidently remedied, for against Lavigne-he fought 
with wonderful coolness, and impartial reports of the 
contest give the Buffalonian credit with making the 





on this battle than in any other lightweight fight that 
has taken place in the last five years. 

It is well known that Jim: Kennedy, who is handling 
Erne’s affairs, stands ready w sign articles at a mo- 
ment’s notice, and a3 Spike is a shrewd matchmaker, 
he will probably bold off until the inducements are suffi. 
cient to induce him to make the match. 

[tis not generally known that Erne is a foreigner. 
He attaches Buffalo, N. Y., to his name as bis hailing 
point, but he was born at Zurich, Switzerland, Jan. 8, 
1875, and is consequently in his twenty-filth year. 
He stands 5 feet 6 inches in beight, is rangy in physique 
and Can scale easily at from 180 to 133 pounds at 3 
o’clock on day of coutest. He began his public career 
in 1893 as an amateur at Buffalo, where his style and 
effective work atiructed attention from the start. 

When he first appeared in New York city, in a bout 
with Jack Leonard, at theold Manhattan Athletic Club, 
I was attracted by his engaging style of boxing, and ex- 
pressed the belief that he would one day be in the 
premier division. Thus far everything points to a 
verification of my prediction. S.C. A.

Erne’s victory brings him again in opposition to 
Spike Sullivan, the latter having beaten Hawkins, and 
negotiations for a match have already been opened. A 
victory over the Corkonian will give him a legitimate 
right to go after Lavigne again in a contest for cham- 
pionship hovors, and believe me when I say that a 
fight between them will be one of the events of the 
decade. 

Erne has repeatedly expressed the hope that he could 
secure a meeting with Sullivan, and as the latter is 
willing to fight there seems to be nothing in the way 
ot their coming together in a contest, the winner to be 
the American champion lightweight, with the privi- 
lege of fighting Lavigue tor the world’s championship 
ofthat class. There are several clubs ready to offer 
purses of from $3,000 to $5,000 for a battle between 
Sullivan and Erne, and if the question of weight could 
be satisfactorily arranged the match would prove an 
attraction that would tax the biggest arena in the 
vicinity of New York. It would be a great betting 
affair, as each man bas many admirers who will wager

CHILDS FOUGHT 
LIKE A DEMON 


Defeated Bob Armstrong for the 
Colored Championship. 


HARD ONE ON THE JAW. 


Towel Flung Into the Ring to Save 
Armstrong From Being Knocked Out. 


—_——_~> --—-_ 


Asa candidate for pugilistic championship honors, 
big Bob Armstrong, the colored Adonis, is hardly en- 
titled to as much consideration to-day as he received 
a week ago. Last Saturday night, before the Stag 
Athletic Club, of Cincinnati, he went against Frank 
Childs, of Chicago, for the title of colored «champion of 
tho world, and for the second time was defeated by the 
same Individual inthe same decisive manner. Arim- 
strong excused his first defeat by Childs on the plea 
that they agreed to “lake” a bout, and that the latter 
“copped a sueak” on himand put him out. He will 
have no excuse of this character to offer when he re- 
fers to the outcome of his second essay, for Childs’ victory 
was ofthe most pronounced and emphatic kind, espeo- 
lally commendable for the reason that he was conceding 
quite five Inches in height and av immense advantage 
iu reach to his giant opponent, 

The fight wasa beauty while it lasted. Seldom do 
two big men mix it up as fast and as furious as the two 
blacks did. There was very little of the evasive tactics 
in the contest. Side steps, slips, ducks and tancy work 
ot that kind were noticeable by their absence. It 
was solid milling from gong beat to gong beat in every 
round, 

Instead of breaking ground to eacape a blow, each 
seemed quite willing to take a punch for the privilege 
of giving one. In consequence, give and take rallies, 
hot mix-ups and slugging pure and simple was the or- 
der ot the day. 

Childs seemed to be away the better of the two. He 
fought with both bands at every opportunity. Arm- 
strong did not seem to have anything but bis left, and 
he did not show any remarkable cleverness with it. 
He made a number of bad misses, and in the mix-ups 
the smallest man always had the better of it, 

The men fought for a division of the receipts, which 
reached into the thousands owing to the high prices 
charged. Johvuny Murphy, ot Cincinnati, waa referee. 

Armstrong opened with left leads, which were in- 
variably blocked with Childs’ right. In the second 
round Armstrong was the aggressor, buta bard right 
on the Juw staggered him. Childs rushed and received 
a right uppercut in the face. At close quarters Arm- 
stroug had the advantage. Childs rushed matters in 
the third, and in the mixup he floored Armstrong with 
aright swing on the jaw. Armstrong took nine sec- 
onds. Upon arising he managed to keep clear of his 
opponent, who forced him around the ring, vainly try- 
ing to land a knockout, 

In the fourth Childs was staggered by a right on the 
head, but in the fitth he rushed and landed right and 
left repeatedly, driving Armstrong around the ring. 
Armstrong replied with right and leftleads. A hard 
right swing on the jaw staggered Armstrong and 
Childs followed it up, landing right and left, which 
made Armstrong very groggy. 

Armstrong was still wobbly on his pins when he 
came to the centre for the sixth inning. Childs tried 
to bring him down with bard drives into the stomach 
and kept on putting bis left into the big mau’s “solar 
plexus.” Suddenly his right shot across like « cata- 
pult and landed on Armstrong’s jaw. It had the 
most remarkable effect a knockout blow—as it un- 
doubtedly was—ever bad. ‘The blow was delivered 
when the men were near the centre of the ring. Arin- 
strong’s arms dropped instantly to his sides and dangled 
nervelessiy. But it was on his “leg action’ that the 
blow had the most remarkable effect. He began hop- 
ping up and down, apparently unable to get balauced 
on both feet. He toppled to one side and then to the 
other ina strangely unnatural way, but never was 
really near falling. 

Childs apparently understood that the big man was 
gone, for.be walked over and delivered as a finishing 
blow a right-hand shove that might have turned over a 
sack of oats, but wouldn't have hurtachiid. It over- 
balanced Armstrong, but instead of falling he stag- 
gered out to the centre and straightened up. Arm- 
si-ong’s d shouted, “That's enough,” but the 
reteree diin’t hear him on account of the yells of the 
crowd. Childs saw that he was expected to gu on. He 
sent right and left hard to the big man’sjaw. Arm- 
strong grabbed bis victor around the neck to keep 
fromm falling. 

Referee Murphy broke the nen apart, and Childs 
started in witb terrific steam to end the matter at once. 
Then, to save his man, Armstrong’s second leaned over 
the ropes and threw a towel (no sponge being handy), 
which nearly fell over the beads of the clinched fight- 
ers. It caught Referee Murphy’s eye, and he promptly 
parted the men, sending Childs to hiscorner. Arm- 
strong staggered back to his corner and dropped into 
his chair. *The*victory of thesmaller man wasatre- 
mendously popular one, and the cheeriug was wildly 
enthusiastic.

NO LONGER A FIGHTER. 


Falls Frequently to Avoid Punishment 
and Finally Gets Disqualified. 


-—>——- -- 








Old Joe Goddard should be slated as a pensicner and retired to 
some institution for the decrepit aud infirm, so as to prevent him 
from inflicting himself upou a generous and considerate public as a 
participant iu any more boxing contests. Time was when Joe was 
a fighter, but of late his propensity for quitting has made the 
younger generation of pugilisiic patrons wonder if h» ever did en- 
gage iu @ contest on his merits, aud small blame can be consistently 
attached to them for doling so, 

The famous ‘‘old war-horse of the Barrier,” as bis admirers used 
to call him, looked like the proverbial 30 conts when Gus Rublin 
got through with bim at the Lenox Athletic Ciub, New York, last 
Tuesday night. Not that Gus did so much, either, to enhance his 
pugilistic reputation, for any stiff of the lobster variety might have 
trimmed Goddard in the -ame manner, as the latter was pot there 
to win, aud he lost just in the manner which everything indicated 
he would lose—he quit, cold aul deliberately, and in view of the 
iuformation which the olub officilas’ sad conceruing his intentions, 
they would have been justified in withholding from him the loser’s 
eud of the purse aud kicking him juto the street. 

Before the men put up their hands Charles Harvey announced 
that it had been rumored that the mil! would’ not be on the level. 
He stated that the club had instructed him to announce that if both 
men did not fight strictly on their merits neither would receive a 
penuy of the purse for which they were to box. There was no rea- 
son to believe, he said, that both men would not do their best, but 
rumors to the contrary had been spread, and the club deemed it 
wise to let thelr patrous know that anything savoring of fake or 
crookedness would not be tolerated. The announcer’s statement 
was received with oheers. 

As if to bear out the suggestion that Goddard did not intend to 
win or fight very long it was noticeable that all the betting of 8 to 1 
against him aud 2tol that he would not last eight rounds was 
being done by a mysterious looking stranger, whom everything 
pointed to being in with the scheme, 

From the tap of the bell it was plain to be seen that Goddard had 
no intention of trying to win. 

From the sia t he evinced a tendency to save himself by going 
down without being hit, and for this offense Referee Charlie White 
Aisqualified him in the fifth round. The decision did not please all 
of the speotators, many of them believing that the old warhorse of 
the ring was faking and deserved tobe knocked out. Under the 
rules, however, the referee's decision could not be questioned. 

Goddard opened the mill with a left to the body, landing lightly. 
Rublin returned with left and righton head and body. A light 
left from Gus sent Goddard to the floor, but the old timer was up 
on the count of ten, only to go down again with a right on the jaw. 
This time Goddard stayed down eight seconds, When he got up he 
feinted with his left and was met with a hard right on the face, 
going down the third time, He remained on the floor almost to the 
limit, and when he got up there were only a few seconds left before 
the round ended. 

In the second round Rublio sent the left to the face hard. He 
dropped Goddard three times in quick succession. The referce 
cautioned Goddard against holding. At the end of this round 
Goddard appeared to be a beaten man. 

Iu the third round Joe was quick in toeing the mark. He dodged 
a vicious left from Rublin, but went to his kuees from a hard right 
ou thejaw. Aftera lot of fiddling Ruhlin forced him to the ropes 
and put him down with a right smash on the jaw. The old war 
horse seemed used to such rough treatment, and came back on the 
defensive, only to godown again with another smash on the jaw. 
Toward the end of the round Ruhlio tired, and both men were 
cautioned agaiust holding. 

Beginniug the fourth round Rubliu landed two left hooks and a 
right on the head which seut Goddard down. He stayed down 
eight seconds, and came up only to dodge a vicious left hook for the 
head which landed ou the shoulder, and down he went. Through- 
out the remainder of the round Rublin was the aggressor, swing- 
ing right aud left. Goddard remained on the defensive until the 
end of the round, 

Goddard opened the fifth with a left lead to the body, but Rublin 
seut right and left in quick succession on the face. Goddard led 
the left for the body and swung the right for the head, but Gus 
ducked out of danger. Then Rublin sailed iu with a series of right 
and left-hand smashes, every one of which landed hard, and God- 
dard accepted them like au jron man. 

Each man again was cautioned by the referee to avoid ‘‘holding,” 
but Goddard could vot withstand Rublin's onslaughts and dropped 
to the floor without a blow, 

Referee White at once ordered the boxers to thelr corners and de- 
olared Rubliu the winner. 

The opening bout lasted ihe limit of ten rounds. The contestants 
were Kid Broad, of Buffalo, and Frank Bryant, of New York. It 
was a case of give and take fu every round, honors being even all 
through. The referee could not pick a winner, and declared the 
coutest a draw. 


DAL HAWKINS WAS KNOCKED OUT. 


Early in the Fight He Had the Best of Frank Erne 
of Buffalo. 


Frank Erne of Buffalo, N. Y.. won a most umexpected victory 
fiom Dal Hawkins of Califorvia in the seventh round of what was 
scheduled to be a tweuty-round contest, at Woodward's Pavilion, 
San Fravcisoo, on March 8. The result came as a complete sur- 
prise to Hawkius and his frieuds, as, until the end of the sixth 
round, Hawkins had the better of the contest. Erne had fought 
almost evtirely ou the defeusive, and mauy predicted that the fight 
would last the limit, 

Throughout the first five rounds Hawkins worked a double action 
atiack, landiug with his left alternately on Erne’s left eye and on 
the left side of Erne’s stomach. Iu the first round Dal knocked his 
man down with a hard left just below the eye, aud Erne remained 
down six seconds, At every opportunity he repeated that blow, 
varyiug it with his left stomach punch until Erue was as red asa 
lobster. 

The feature of Erue's fighting was bis magvificent defense. He 
guarded uppercuts iunumerao.e, aud after the first round did not 
appear to be materialty affecced by his punishment. He fought 
warily and watch fully, feinting with bis left aud landing with his 





dence of the purishment he received io the earlier rounds, and 
walked to his corner, smiling blandly and cheered by the crowd. 
Joe Choynski as referee was halied with boisterous euthusiasm. 
In Erne’s corner were Frank Zimpfer of Buffalo, and Barney

the betting. The odds closed 10 to 6 in Hawkins’ favor.

The eventful day and date for the closing of 
bids for the Fitzsimmons-Jefiries battle bas come 
and gone. Half a dozen offers are in the hands of 
Dave Holland, who wus appoiuted to receive them, 
but as yet nothing has been doue toward settling the 
mooted question as to where the fight will be held All 
the facts appertaining to the several offers, localities, 
respousibility of the clubs, etc., etc., have been com- 
municated to Fitzsimmons, but Martin Julian, who 
assumes the functions of a pugilistic pooh-bal, has de- 
clined to give any cousideration to the matter until he 
comes to New York und makes a personal iuvestiga- 
tion. As his position of towel-shaker-in-chief to his 
estimable brother-in-law will require his presence ‘on 
the road” for at least another week the whole thing 
will remain iu abeyance until he gives his attention 
to it. 

Meanwhile Robert has conveniently discovered that 
six months or $0 ago a small bone in the elbow of his 
right arm was accideutally fractured iu a boxing bout 
with bis partner. 

Strange to say he was not aware that the accident 
occurred uniil it began to look as if he would have to 
fight Jeffries, and then he began to suffer to such an 
extent that the services of my esteemed friend, Dr. 
McNamara of Chicago were eulisted, and he pro- 
nounced the injury to be of such a dangerous character 
that Fitz would be risking permanent loss of the use of 
the arm if he attempted to fight before next full. 

How convenient all these thitigs come about. I have 
ventured the prediction that Fitzsimmous will never 
fight again; have reiterated it,and do so again, and 
nothing can or will change that opinion until I see him 
there and stripped for action. I still maintain that 
Sharkey’s manager displayed littie wisdom in not 
agrecing to Julian’s proposition to fight in June. I 
have the best reasons iu the world for believing that 
Fitz does not intend to fight again. He was sincere 
when he announced his retirement, but he finds the 
title of champion aud its incidental prestige useful to 
him asa stage prop, and he intends to bluff his way 
along on it until somebody forces his hand, and theu he 
will give it up. 

Facts speak tor themselves!

Bids for the Fitz-Jeffries fight are numerous 
enough if not large enough to satisfy the principals and 
everybudy conuected with them. The Tri-City Ath- 
letic Club, of Iowa, has bid $15,000; the Coney Island 
Athletic Club, $20,000; the Westchester Athletic 
Club, of New York, and the Triangle Club, of Chicago, 
$21,000 each; the Butte (Mont.) Club, $25,000, aud a 
San Francisco sy dicate of sperts, $30,000. 

The time for receiving bids expired at midnight of 
Monday, but it is not likely that Fitzsimmons or 
Jeftries will cousider themselves bound by any bids 
already mae if they could secure a larger purse, The 
only legitimate bids are those made by the Westchester 
Club and the San Francisco syndicate, the proposition 
of each being backed by a deposit of $500.

Whatever claims old joe Goddard had upon 
the consideration of the sporting public he forfeited 
the other night by deliberately quitting in his fight 
with Gus Ruhlin, He acted in the ring likean old 
stiffand disgusted the patrous of the club by his 
actions, Itis about high time that he was relegated to 
a place ‘‘on the shelf.” He is too old to fight and his 
propensity for quitting ought to bea warning to match- 
makers not toengagehim. In my opiniou he did not 
try to defeat Rublin the other night and had no inten- 
tion of doing anything but “stop,” and this inside of six 
rounds, There wus a suspiciously large amount of 
money wagered in the ’Frisco pool rooms that the 
fight would not last six rounds and ‘a bunch’ on 
Rublin to win. This came from » me mysterious 
source in the East and rumor bas connected Goddard’s 
name with itiua manner which suggests dishonest in- 
tentions. It was obvious from the first that Goddard 
was faking. He made acouple of spasmodic efforts to 
do some fighting, but these were not sincere. He weut 
to the floor upon the slightest provocation and after 
having been warned by the referee deliberately 
dropped without being struck, just in time to eusure 
the safety of the six-round ’ Frisco money. 

Goddard has reached the eud of his pugilistic career 
and it isa source of regret that it did not come sooner. 
He retires now with a tarnished reputation and the 
thanks of a disgusted community.

In these days of splendidly equipped boxing 
clubs whose patrons are enabled to witness fights 
amidst luxurious surroundings where decorum is 
observed and order strictly maintained, where every 
comfort is ensured and no disagreeable element is per- 
mitted to intrude, it seems difficult to believe that 
people would subject themselves to the many discom- 
forts which 2,000 enthusiastic patrons of boxing 
willingly did to witness the fight between Jack Ben- 
nett, of McKeesport, and George Plante of South 
Pittsburg, which took place on March 6 ina tent just 
outside the Pittsburg city line. 


The tent, which was pitched in a hollow between the 
river and the railroad tracks, was a dilapidated affair 
hired for the occasion. Through many rerts and tears y 











in the “square top”’ the raiu and snow beat with merci- 
less severity upou the heads of the spectators; there 
was po meaus of heating the interior aud the peopie 
shivered with cold. The ring was dimly lighted by 
two gasoline lanterns, ove of which burned itselfou 

before the main contest was concluded, ‘To reach the 
tent it was necessary to wede through an acre of deep 
mud after walking balf a mile from the car terminal; 
this in the face of blinding sleet and rain. 

Despite these many discomforts the crowd was the 
largest that ever atfended a fistic contest in that 
vicinity, and the promoter of the enterprise, Mr. M. E. 
McNamara, deserves to be congratulated for the man- 
ner in which he handled the affair, and his pluck and 
energy Ought to be encouraged by the people of that 
locality should he decide to repeat the veuture, 

If the spectators suffered discomforts their ardor was 
not dampened. They were perhaps @ little too bois- 
terous in their enthusiasm owing to the absence of any 
restraining influence, but there was maaifest a dispo- 
sition to be fair, and my labors as referee were in con- 
sequence made particularly easy. 

~ 

It is to be regretted that litule, ifany, further 
effort will be mace to push the O’ Malley glove fighting 
billin Illinois. It was learned from a reliable source 
that those who are behind the measure to legalize 
twenty-round contests before reputable athletic clubs 
of the State are willing to allow the matter to go by de- 
fault, now that a thorough canvass of the situation has 
been made. It is thought there is little hope of suc- 
cess for the bill becoming a law. 

The whole trouble, as I understand it, is due to the 
{utense rivalry which existsamong the promoters, each 
of whom is anxious to control the situation. Neither 
is satisfied to go along quietly and run shows on alter- 
nate dates, but not satisfied with wrangling, they in- 
dulge in reflecting personalities and fighting, which 
attracts needless attention to the situation and arouses 
a teeling of disgust on the partgf the public. The 
“knocking” corps is large and extremely industrious, 
aud nobody is safe when the “hamuier’” begins to get 
in its work. 

In referring to the situation, C. W. Ryder, one of 
Chicago’s best-known sporting writers, makes this as- 
sertiou: 

‘*There bas been some hope that the O’ Malley box- 
ing bill will be passed at the present session of the Leg- 
isiature, but I will venture the prediction right now 
that while such a law would make Chicago the centre 
of the sport for America, it would not be four—yes, two 
—weeks after the Governor signed the bill that the 
game would be blocked and all fighting stopped.’’ 

The boys ought to “‘get together.”

It will probably be a long time before any of 
the local matchmakers around New York city put on 
a grudge fight between novices for the entertainment 
of their patrovs. I have vever known of one that did 
not result in some catastrophe, and past experiences 
justify the suggestion to ‘‘cut them out,” 

At the Pelican Club, of Brooklyn, on Saturday night 
last, two unknown boxers met in what was to bea 20- 
round bout at 140 pounds. Neither knew anything 
about the game. One, who was heavier and much 
stronger than his opponent, had the latterin a fearful 
condition at the end of the tenth round. The crowd 
yelled to take the men off, but the referee allowed the 
bout to goon, In thetwelfth round the smaller man, 
although not out, was reeling around the ring, and his 
seconds threw up the sponge. When he got to his 
corner he became unconscious, and for five minutes 
his seconds and a doctor worked over him in a vain 
endeavor to bring him to. He was carried from the 
ring, still unconscious, to the clubhouse, where for qver 
balfan hour restoratives were applied. He finally re- 
covered, 

It was afterwards learned that the men were ene- 
mies, and a grudge had existed between them for some 
time. Tosettle their differences they decided to fight, 
and each managed to raise $175 to wager upon the 
outcome, the club purse of $25 being added as a 
further incentive, the winner to take the entire pro- 
ceeds, Neither of the men had ever before been a con- 
testant in a glove fight; neither knew the slightest 
thing about the game, and it was a fight of the worst 
description. Happily,another tragedy was averted, 
but a warning should be taken by the matchmakers of 
the smaller clubs to avoid taking on bouts of the grudge 
variety between inexperienced men.

From present indications the State of Ken- 
tucky will svou be open to the pugilistic fraternity. 
The inauguration of glove contests in Jeffersouiville, 
across the river from Louisville, meaus that the “barn 
back of Jeftersonville” will be revived. ‘This is the 
most historic structure In Falls City sporting annals. 
More matches have been pulled off in its walls than in 
any other place. The location of the bain bas always 
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been a mystery, especially to the police. Only the 
members of the inner circle of the sportung world knew 
where it was The “baru” flourished several years 
ago, and has not been used much of late. 

The coming “barn,” however, will be located in 
Jeffersonville, ani there will be no mystery about it. 
The exact location has not been decided, but some of 
the Jeffersonville promoters are already figuring on a 
structure that will seat 5,000 people.

Patrons of pugilism in the Metropolis will 
rejoice to learn that the Broadway Athletic Club, 
which was formerly the sceue of many important ring 
battles, bas secured a license trom the authorities and 
will reopen its doors ou March 16 with a twentyeound 
bout between Joe Walcott, the colored wonder, and 
Billy Edwards, the Australian welterweight champion. 
This bout was to have been decided at the Lenox 
Atbletic Club but has been transferred to the Broad- 
way Athletic Club and will be the club’s opening 
attraction. Both boxers have been training bard for 
the fight for over two weeks, and are already in fit 
shape to enter the ring. Edwards,on the strength of 
his showing with Mysterious Billy Smith, ought to 
make it very warm for Walcott. At any rate the 
batile wil! be a good one.

Fitzsimmons is not above picking up an 
easy thing when he can getit. He doesn’t wait until 
a “sucker” comes up asking to be licked, either, but 
is not averse to looking forthem. According t© Mar- 
tin Julian, be is going to Europe before long, and inci- 
dentally, according to Brother Martin, he expects to 
lick a few novices. 

Julian’s plans, as he explains them, are as follows: 

“Tn the first place, assoon a8 we step foot on the 
other side we are going to issue a challenge In behalf 
of Fitzsimmons to fight all comersin the middle and 
heavy weight divisions. Americans pay little heed to 
the foreign fighters, and it wouldn’t surprise me at all 
if there were a big bunch of unknowns all over the con- 
tinent, as well as in Great Britain, who would be only 
too eager to get a chance to face the pride of the United 
States. Of vourse, this challenge will be framed in the 
regulation sort of way, and I imagine that clubs will 
pop up here and there offering big purses. Naturally it 
will be ouraim to arrange matters so that the fight 
can be pulled off near Paris. Imagine the immense 
crowd we would surely have. Thousands of visitors 
would beat the exposition with lots of money, and 
they would pay well tesee a great\fight. If some big 
affair like this cannot be arranged, we intend to make 
a trip across some of the countries and match Fitz 
ugainst the best men wherever we may go." 

If he would stay in America and fight a few of his 
adopted countrymen he would be doing a much more 


commendable thing.

Maxfield scored 
a clean knockdown in thgthirteeuth round, but both 
men were able to go on at the end of the twenty-fifth 
round, and Referee Hinkle declared the match a draw, 


HOPKINS LOST ON A FOUL. 


The thirteeuth round of the boxing contest between 
Joe Hopkins, of Brooklyn, and Crocky Boyle, of Phila- 
delphia, at the Waverly A..C., Youkers, last Thursday 
night, had an eventiul ending. Hopkins delivered a 
body punch that sent Boyle to the floor, The referee, 
William Madden, believing the blow to be too low, 
immediately gave Boyle the decision on a foul. A 
physiciav who examined the Philadelphian afterward 
pronounced him badly injured as the result of the foul, 

Inu the preliminaries “Cheeky George,” colored, 
knocked out Eddie Gore in the first round with a right 
on the jaw, and Tony Gardella wou on a foul froni 
Neil Broderick in the seventh round. 


RICE AND CALLAHAN DRAW. 


At New London, Conn., on March 6, Austin Rice 
demonstrated his cleverness as a baniamweighit boxer. 
When he was matched aguinst Tim Callahan, of Phila- 
delphia, there was a general feeling locally that Bice 
would be defeated, as the Philadeipbian had bested 
some of the best lightweight men in the East.

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JACK BENNETT GOT THE DECISION. 


Outpointed George Plante in a Twenty-Round 
Scientific Battie.

Jack Bennett of McKeespert got the decision over 
George Piante of the South side on March 6 in one of 
the cleanest contests on record and before the largest 
number of spectators that ever attended a professional 
boxing match in this vicinity. The contest went the 
full limit ot twenty rounds, and everybody was satis- 
fied with the show and with the decision. Bennett 
fully deserved the verdic!, ashe did most of the ag- 
gressive work and landed oftener than his antagonist. 
Plante was completely outmatched, as far asskill and 
science were concerned, by Bennett, who in this re- 
spect towered over the Southsider, There wasa great 
contrast in the style of the two men. Bennett was 
trim, quick and graceful, while Plante was awkward 
and lumbering. The McKeesporter became the ag- 
gressor from the very start, using a short left-arm 
chop almost exclusively iu the earlier rounds. Later 
he chopped away at arm’s length, and occasionally 
brought a right awing into play. Plante was the clev- 
erer general, and took his punishment like a game 
man. In the first four rounds: Plante succeeded in 
lauding only two blows that were of auy account, one 
on the side of the face and the other squarely on the 
mouth. In the very first round Bennett raised a 
shauty over Piante’s left eye,and closed the optic 
altogether in thesecond. It became a mark, and at 
last settféd oh Riante’s face like a cap. In the seventh 
round Bennett got a bad eye afd eartied it to the end, 
but never lost his smile. 

Toward the end of the coutest the boxers went at 
each other at a furious rate, Bennett landing five times 
to Plante’s once. Plante ever wavered, but took the 
grueling complaceutly. He was floored four times, 
and nearly every time took the limit, and got up ap- 
parently fresh after each fall, In the last round the 
men made a lively windup that kept the big crowd 
cheeriug continually, and sent it home thanking their 
stars that they had witnessed the bout in spite of the 
mean weather. 

Thecrowd numbered fully 3,000, and was one of 
the best natured that ever attended a boxing contest. 
The spectators were about equally divided in their 
choice of winners, but all were satisfied with the de- 
cision. The aflair was excellently managed, and 
nothing but praise can be meted out to President Mc- 
Namara, whose untiring efforts made it the grandest 
success in local pugilism. Tie spectators were orderiy, 
and stood the jostling incident to the great crowd with 
good nature. A section of the circus seats went down 
with a great crash during the contest. Nobody was 
hurt, but while they were falling the sports craned 
their necks toward the ring in order not to lose a single 
blow struck. 

In Plante’s corner were Paddy Sheehan, Jobn Fin- 
negan and Frank Sutton. In Benneti’s coruer were 
Jim Daugherty, Eddie Lenny and Bennett's father, 
who was as spry as any young blood. The men fought 
for a purse of $500 aiid $500 a side. 

Referee Sam Austin of the Potice GazEeTTE de- 
clared Bennett the winner and there was not a mur- 
mur in any part ofthe tevt. The referee made a guod
